By 9 o’clock, an hour before the 
time for the ceremony, streets sur- 
rounding the Cathedral were 50 
crowded with clergy and laity that 
not a square inch of pavement could 
be seen. At 10 o'clock the whole 
city, by gubernatorial and mayoral 
proclamation, was urged to drop 
every activity for a minute in respect 


to a man it had numbered among its | 


most distinguished citizens. Every 
motor, evéry street car, every wagon 
was directed to stop when the clocks 
of th®city tolled 10. 

Early in the morning the clergy 
began forfhing in front of Calvert 
Hall College, diagonally opposite the 
eathedral. for the processional. It 
was an impressive spectacle. Regular 
clergy in the colors of their respect- 
ive orders headed the line, and be- 
side them the secular clergy, fol- 
lowed by the monsignori, Cardina's 
O'Connell and Begin, and Archbishop 
John Bonzano, apostolic delegate and 
celebrant of the mass. All the higher 
church dignitaries wore mourning 
color of purple. 

Admittance by Ticket Only. 

It was obvious that only a small 
part of the thousands who sought 
entry to the cathedral would be able 
to pass under the great portico. 
Most of the space was allotted to the 
clergy, and admittance was by ticket 
only. 

But this did not shake the great 
army of mourners in their hope of 
attending the mass, or, at least, 
massed around the great stone pile, 
of catching the strains of 


The crowds which surrounded the 
Cethedral remained through occa- 
sional showers which drenched the 
streets. So mnurkerous were these 
mourners that the police had to nope 
off several streets. 

Today really held ‘wo ceremonies. 
One was the great church assem- 
blage at mass. The other was the 
simple burial service in the cryp’ 
of white marble under the cathe- 
dral sanctuary—the relatives and 
close friends taking leave \of one 
very dear to them. Cardinal Gib- 
bons is the seventh soldier -of the 
church to be buried in this vault. 
The last time the crypt was opened 
Was in 1872; when Archbishop 
Epalding was buried there. 


Plain Coffin to Be Used. 
The service ended shortly before 
1 o'clock, after five Archbishops had 
given final absolution, and the long 
procession had filed out of the Ca- 
thedral.

WASHINGTON, March 31. 
HE commission of the Com- 
T mites of 100, summing up 
its conclusions after hearing 
all the testimony fn its unofficial 
investigation of the Irish situa- 
tion, finds “that the Irish people 
are deprived of the protection of 
British law, to which they would 
be entitled as subjects of the 
British King.
